proxies be given to Mr. Fish. 


Bad Faith Charged to Fish. 

This agrement is said to have been 
made to secure peace and provided that 
Mr. Fish was to vote all the proxies, 
The letter continued as follows:

‘However, there is nothing to do but 
keep up the fight for authority to do 
something. The legislature will again be 
urged to deal with the matter at its mext 
session, but In any event there is @ 
wait of eight or ten months ahead be- 
fore any relief is possible from that 
source. I am.gsorry that it is so, but jt 
cannot be helped now. If we had any 
way in which we could give relief to the 
public, we would gladly do so.’’ 

By failing to deal with this matter,at 
its session last summer, the legislature 
has permitted the public to suffer a whole 
year of inconvenience and often financial 
logs. Had it given the railroad commis- 
sion adequate authority to deal with the 
situation, probably the trouble now s0 
generally complained of would not have 
existed.

It was reported that so 
far as the baggage coach conditions are 
concerned, these will remain the same 
under the new rate effective January I, 
as at present. 

From this it will be seen that where 
companies travel hundreds of miles dry, 
this new raise in the rate amounis to 
many thousands of dollars. From the 
time the question of raising the rate was 
first started, it Is claimed that the man- 
agers of the big theatrical trust and 
others have stated that if the raise is 
placed in effect, {t will mean the cut- 
ting down of the number of persons 
sent out in each theatrical company. It 
is in this connection that the action taken 
means so much to the public.
